The Fast Puninb’ Trnetorr Cultivation (Pccovcry of Charges' Act, 1849 (East 
Punjab Act, XI of 1949) as modified by he above notification. 
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THE EAST PUNJAB TRACTOR CULTIVATION (RECOVERY OF CHARGES) 

ACT, 1949. 

East Punjab Act No. XI of 1949. 

An Act to provide for the cultivation of certain areas oy means of tractors by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, East Punjab, and for the recovery of the charges in respect of 

such cultivation. 

It ia hereby enacted as follows : — 

1. Short, title and extent. — (1) This Aot may bo called the East Punjab Tractor 
Cultivation (Recovery of Charges) Act, 1949. 

(2) It oxtends to the whole of tho State of Delhi. 

2. Interpretation. — In this Act, unloaa thore ia anything repugnant in the subject 
or context, — 

(a) “cultivator” moans a person who actually cult vatos tho soil himself or 

through members of Ins household, or gets it cultivated by hired 
labour or by a tenant ; 

(b) “Dii color” meuns the Land Development Commissioner, Delhi ; 

(c) “pi 06 er.bed” means presold cd by rules made under this Aot ; 

(d) “rofugoo cultivators” means a cultivator who on account of disturbances 

ot tho fear of such disturbances haj abandoned land in tho territories 
comprised in Western Pakistan and has boon allotted any land 
whether temporarily or permanently in tho State of Delhi. It also 
includes such c.ugoo tenants who acquire ownership of land in 
Delhi. 

(c) “tractor” moans a tractor owned by or worked under the control of tho 
Land Development Commissioner, Delhi. 

( f ) "tractor cultivation” includes any agricultural operation suoh as plough* 

ing, harrowing, discing, .owing or harvesting which may be per- 
formed by tractors ; 

(g) “tractor cultivation charges” means the charges recoverable on acoount o 

tractor cultivation 

3. Application for Tractor Cultivation. — (1) Any cultivator may make an 
application in writing to the Director for having any agricultural operation per- 
formed by tractor on his land or any part of it. 

(2) Such application shall be accompanied by a doposit, made in tho prescribed 
manner, of full tractor cultivation charges according to the proscribed scale : 

Provided that — 

(1) In exceptional cases, Director may require only such part as he may 

specify of the full cultivation chaigos to bo deposited with the appli- 
cation ; 

(2) no such deposit shall be required from refugee cultivator. 

4. Procedure in dealing with application.— (1 ) If the Director acoepte an appli- 
cation made under section 3 ho shall take all steps neoessary in connection there- 
with. 

(2) In case such application is rejected, any deposit made with the application 
shall he refunded in the prescribed mannor to the applicant. 

5. Notice of demand . — As soon as may be after the traotor cultivation hat 
been completed. ih'> Di ootor shall in r apict of such cultivation serve on the 
cultivator a notice of demand speci yiug the amount duo from him after taking 
into acoount the doposit. if any, made by him. 
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6. Period within which payment is to be made.—{ 1) A cultivator other than a 
refugee cultivator, •whose land has hoon brought undor tractor cultivation on his 
application, shall within one month of Ihe date of tho receipt, of notico of demand 
under section 5 pay in the prosmbod manner the sums specified in ou< h notice. 

(2) A refugee cultivator shell pay in the prescribed manner the sum specified 
n such notice not later than tho 15th of January in respect of tractor cultivation 
undertaken for Kharif crop, and the 15th of Juno in tho case of Biioh cultivation 
undertaken for rabi crop. 

7. Recovery of outstanding dues as arrears of land revenue.— If any cultivator 
fails to make payment as specified in section 6, the sum duo from him shall be re- 
coverable as arrears of land revenue. 

8. The Director may delegate any or all of his powers and functions under the 
Act to any officer of the Dolhi State. 

0. Rules. — (1) The Chief Commissioner may by notification make rulos for the 
purposes of carrying into effect the provisions of tliis Act. 

(2) In particular and without prejudice to tho generality of tho foregoing power* 
the Chief Commissioner may make rules regulating or determining all or any of the 
following matters : — 

(a) the mode of making a deposit under subsection (2) of section 3 ; 

(b) the scale of tractor cultivation charges ; 

(c) tho mode of making a refund under sub-section (2) of section 4 ; 

(d) the manner of making payment under sub-section (1) or sub-seotion (2) 

of seotion 0.

1. (1) Theso rules may he called tho Dontal Council (Dolhi State) Rulos, 1951. 

(2) Ihoy extend to tho Stato of Delhi: 

Provided that tho provisions in thoso rules relating to registration of dentists 
shall apply to dontists residing or carrying on the profession of dentistry in the 
State of Ajmer as they apply in relation to dentists rosiding or oarrying on the pro- 
fession of dentistry in tho Stato of Delhi. 

(3) 'They shall come into force on such date as tho Government may by noti- 
fication in the official Gazette, appoint. 

2. In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or con- 
text — 

(a) ‘the Act 1 means (he Dentists Act, 1948 (XVI of 1948) ; 

(b) ‘the Council’ moans the Delhi Dental Council constituted under section 

21 ; 

(c) ‘tho Executive Committeo’ means the Executive Committee of the 

Council ; 

(d) ‘Form’ means a form annexed to these rules ; 

(e) ‘Government’ means the Central Government ; 

(/) ‘President’ means the President of the Council ; 

(g) ‘Register’ means the register of dentists prepared and maintained under 

the Act ; 

(h) ‘Registrar’ means tho Registrar appointed under seotion 28^ 

(0 ‘Returning Officer’ means the Returning Officor appointed by tho Govern- 
ment ; and 

( j ) ‘Section’ means a section of the Aot. 


CHAPTER H 

Elections undeb section 21(a) and (b) 

3. (1) Parts A and B of tho register as published with reference to sub-sections 
(3) and (4) of section 31 and sub-section (4) of section 32 together with the list or 
lists, published by the Returning Officer in the official Gazette, of dentists regis- 
tered under either part, subsequent to the publication of tho rogistor, shall respec- 
tively be the preliminary electoral roll for the electorate specified in clauses (a) 
and (6) of seotion 21: 

Provided that in the caso of elections other than those held for the first time 
um’or the Act, the preliminary electoral roll shall bo tho register as last printed 
under section 45, together uith tl o list or lists, published by the Returning Officer, 
of dentists registered subsequent to tho printing of the register. 

(2) The Returning Officor shall prepare and publish in tho official Gazette 
on a date to bo fixed by Government, preliminary electoral rolls in Form 1 in Appen- 
dix I, containing the names of all tho electors for oach of the electorates specified 
in clauses (a) and (6) of section 21. 
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(3) Tho Returning Officer shall simultaneously publish a notice in the official 
Gazette specifying the mode in which and tho time within which claims and objec- 
tions relating to the entries or omissions in the preliminary rolls shall be preferred. 

(4) On or after tho dato fixed for the receipt of the claims and objections, the 
Returning Officer shall pass orders in writing on each claim or objection and revise 
the preliminarj elect oi a! rolls in accordance with such orders, and the rolls, aB so 
revised, shall be published in tho official Gazette as tho final electoral rolls, 

4. The Returning Officer shall appoint and shall notify in tho official Gazette 
and in such other manner as ho thinks fit, the dato, time and place for — 

(a) tho recoipt of nomination papers end their scrutiny ; 

(b) the despatch of voting papers to the electors ; 

(c) tho poll; and 

(d.) tho sorutiuy and counting of votes. 

0. Every candidate for eloetion shall be nominated by means of a nomination 
paper in Form II in Appendix I which shall be supplied five of cost by the Return- 
ing Officer to any elector applying for tho same. 

6. (1) Every nomination paper shall be signed by two electors as proposer and 
seconder and sent by post or otherwise so as to ro ch tho Returning Officer on or 
bef re a date fixed by him, which shall he not less than four weeks before the date 
■appointed for tho poll : 

Provided that no elector shall sign more nomination papers than there are 
seats to bo fillod up : 

Provided further that if more than the prescribed number of nomination papers 
are signed by the same elector, the prescribed number of nomination papers first 
received by the Returning Officer shall, if otherwise in order, be held to be valid, 
and if more than the prescribed number of nominations signed by tho same elector 
are received simultaneously by tho Returning Officer, all such nomination papers 
shall be held to be invalid. 

(2) On receipt of each nomination paper, the Returning Officer shall forthwith 
endorse thereon the date and hour of receipt. 

7. Nomination papers which are not received by tho Returning Officer before 
the date and tho time appointed in that behalf shall he rejected, 

8. (1) On or before the date appointed for the receipt of nomination papers 
each candidate wishing to stand for election shall pay the Returning Officer a fee 
of fifty rupees in cash, and no candidate shall he doomed to be duly nominated un- 
less such fee has boon paid. 

(2) The foe so paid shall bo credited to the Council and shall not in any circums- 
tance be refunded. 

9. (1) On the date and at the time appointed by tho Returning Officer for the 
scrutiny of nomination papers the candidates and the proposer and seconder of 
each candidate may attend tho office of the Returning Officer, who shall allow them 
to examine tho nomination papers of all the candidates which have beon received 
by him as aforesaid. 

(2) The Returning Officer shall examino the nomination papers and decide all 
questions which may arise as to tho validity of any nomination and his decision 
thereon shall he final. 

(3) Any candidate may withdraw his candidature by notice in writing signed 
by him and delivered to the Returning Officer not later than twenty-one clear da vs 
before tho date appointed for the poll. A candidate who has withdrawn bis candi- 
d ture shall not bo allowed to cancel the withdrawal or to bo renominated os a 
candidate for the same election. 
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(4) Tho Returning Officer shall, on receiving a notice of withdrawal, causo it 
to be published in the Official Gazette. 

10. (1) "If the number of candidates who stand duly nominated does not exceed 
the number of mombors to be elected, the Returning Officer shall after tho expiry 
of the timo for withdrawal of candidature declare such candidate or candidates to 
be duly olocted. 

(2) If the number of such candidates exceeds the number of members to be 
elected, the Returning Officer shall forthwith publish their names and addresses in 
the Official Gazette and shall furthoi cause their names to be entered in alphabetical 
ordei in tho \ otjng papers in Form IV in Appendix I. 

(3) If a poll is found noooasary, the Reluming Officer shall, two weeks before 
the dato appointed therofor, sond by post to each elector a letter of intimation 
In Form V in Appendix I togothor with a numbered declaration papor in Form III 
in the said appendix, a voting paper in Form IV in the said appendix containing 
tho names of the candidates in alphabetical order and bearing tho Returning Officers’ 
initials or fascimilo signature, a voting paper cover addressed to him (the Returning 
Officer) and an outer cover also addressed to him. A certificate of posting shall be 
obtained in rospect of each such letter of intimation sent to an elector. 

(4) An elector who has not received tho voting and other connected papers 
sent to him by post or who has lost them or in whoso case the papors before their 
return to the Returning Officor have been inadvertently spoilt, may transmit a 
declaration to that effect signed by himself and required the Returning Officer 
to send him fresh papors, and if the paper-, have beon spoilt, the spoilt papers shall be 
returned to the Returning Officer who shall cancel thorn on receipt. In every case 
in which fresh papors are issued a mark ahull bo placed ag inst, tho number relating 
to tho elector’s name in the electoral roll to denote that fresh papers have boon 
issued. 

(5) No election shall he invalidated by reason of an elector not, receiving his 
voting paper, pvovidod that a voting paper has boon issued to him in accordance with 
those rul h. 

11. Every doctor desirous of recording his vote shall, after filling up the de- 
claration paper and tho voting paper according to the directions given in tho letter 
of intimation, oneloso the voting paper in the voting paper cover, stick up the cover, 
enclose the covor and tho declaration paper in the outer envelope addrossod to th< 
Returning Officer, and sond tho outer envelope by rogisterod post at tho elector’s 
own cost to tho Returning Officor, so as to reach him not later than 5 p.m. on the 
day fixed for the poll. All onvolopos received after that day and hour or received 
by unregistered post shall bo rojoctod, 

12. On reoeipt of the envelopes by rogistored post containing tho declaration 
paper and tho dosod cover containing the voting papor, tho Returning Officer shall 
endorse on the outer envdopo tho date and hour of receipt. 

13. Tho Returning Officer shall open tho outor envelopes immediately after 
6 p.m. on tho day fixod for the poll at the place to which the onvdopes arc addressed 
to him. Any candidate may be present in porson or may send a representative 
duly authorized by him in -writing to attend at tho time the outer envelopes are 
opened. 

14. (1). A voting paper cover shall bo rejected by the Returning Officer, 
if— 

(a) the outer envelope contains no declaration papor ouisicle the voting paper 

cover, or 

(b) the declaration paper is not the one Pont by the Returning Officor, 

or 

(c) the declaration papor is not signed by the elector, or 
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(d) the voting paper is placed outside the voting paper cover, or 

(e) more than ono declaration paper or voting paper cover havo been enclosed 

in one and the same outer envelope, 

(2) In oach case of rejection, the word ‘Rejeoted’ shall bo endorsed on the 
voting paper cover and the declaration paper. 

(3) Aftor sa ’ isfying himself that the electors havo affixed their signatures to 
the declaration papers, the Returning Officer shall keep all the declaration papers 
in safe custody, ponding disposal under rule 17. 

15. (1) The Returning Officer shall attond, for the purpose of .scrutiny and co- 
unting of the votes, at the date, time and place appointed by him in this behalf 
provided tho date so appointed shall not be later than three days from tko date fixed 
for tho poll. 

(2) All tho voting papor covers, other than thoso rejected under rule 14 shall be 
opened and Tie voting papers taken out and mixed together, The voting papers 
shall then he scrutinized and the valid voteB counted. 

A voting paper shell be invalid if— 

(а) it does not boar tho Returning Officer's initials ; or 

(б) a voter signs his name or writes a word or makes any mark on it, by 

which it becomes recognizable as bis voting paper ; or 

(p) no vote is recorded thereon ; or 

(d) the number of votes recorded thereon exceeds the number of vaoanole* 

to bo filled ; or 

(e) it is void for uncertainty of one or more votes exercised: 

Provided that where more than ono vote can be given on the same voting paper, 
if one of the marks is so placed as to render it doubtful to which candidate it is in- 
tended to apply, the vote conoernod, but not tbo whole voting paper shall be in- 
valid on that account. 

(3) Any oandidato may be present in person or may send a representative duly 
authorized by him in writing to watch tho process of counting. 

(4) The Returning Officer shall show the voting papers, if requested to do so, 
to the candidates or their authorized representatives, at tho time of scrutiny and 
counting of votes. 

(6) If any objection is made to any voting paper on the ground that it does not. 
oomply with tho specified requirements or to any rejection by the Returning Officer 
of a voting paper, it shall be decided at once by tho Returning Officer whose decision 
shall he final. 

(0) The Returning Officer shall nominate such numbor of scrutinizers not ex- 
ceeding four as he thinks fit. In the case of elections held for the first time under 
the Act, tho scrutinizers shall be officers of the Government of tho grade of Civil 
Burgeon or Officer of the Central Service, Class I, and in the oase of other elections, 
members of the Council. 

16. (1) When the counting of the votes has been completed, the Returning 
Officer shall forthwith declare tho candidate or candidates to whom the largest 
number of valid votes lias boec given to be duly elected and shall forthwith inform 
each successful candidate by letter of his being elected to tho Council. If any can- 
didate thus shown to be eloetod has withdrawn from tho olootion or refuses to accept 
election then in tho place of that c and 'date one of tho remaining candidates to whom 
the next largest numbor of votes has been given shall bo hold to have been eleotod 
and so on foi as many oi the remaining candidates as thoio may bo vacancies caused 
in this way. 
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(2) If there is an equality of votes betwoen any two or moro candidates, the 
Returning Officer shall, after notice to the candidates concomed, decide by drawing 
lots which candidate or candidates ho shall declare to have been elected. 

17. Upon the completion of the counting and after the result has been declared 
by him, the Returning Officer shall seal up the voting papers and all other document* 
relating to the election and shall retain the same for a period of six months and the 
Council shall not destroy or cause to bo destroyed the rocords even after six months 
without tho previous concurrence of the Government. 

18. The Returning Officer shall publish the residts of the election in tho Official 
Gazette. 

10. (1) Before sotting aside an election under section 20 tho Government 
shall give an opportunity to all the parties concerned to show cause why the election 
hould not bo set asido. 

(2) A decision undor section 26 may bo given on the inquiry and report of ,ny 
person appointed by the Government in that bohalf. 

Vacancies 

20. (1) Within a week of the occurrence of a vaoancy, otherwise than by tha 
expiry of the term of office, the President shall give intimation thereof — 

(a) In the case of a vacancy to be filled by election, wider section 21 (a) 

and (b) to the Government ; and 

( b ) In the case of a vaoancy to be filled by nomination under section $1 (o) 

to the Government. 

(2) In the case of a vaoancy occurring by the expiry of the term of offloe of a 
member, intimation thereof to the authorities referred to in sub-rule (1) shall be 
given by the President ruTt loss than two months before the date on which the 
vaoanoy will occur. 

21. Ninety days before tho expiration of the term of office of any member* 
the Registrar shall draw the attention of the President to the impending vaoanoy 
so as to onable him to take action under rule 20. 

22. On the occurrence of a vacancy otherwise than by the expiry of the term 
of office, the Registrar shall forthwith draw the attention of 1 ho President to the 
existence of the vaoanoy to enable the President to take action under rule 20., 

CHAPTER m. 

Election op President and Vice-President 

23. (1) The eleotion of the President or tho Vice-President shall be by show of 
hands at a meeting specially convened for that purpose and for whioh due notice 
has been given under rules 71 and 72. 

(2) Tho meeting for tho election of the President shall be presided over bv the 
Vicer President: 

Provided that, if the Vice-President is himself standing for elootion or if there 
is no Viqe-President or if he is absent the members shall ohoose from amongst them 
selves a person other than a candidate for elootion to preside over the meeting. 

(3) The meeting for the election of tho Vice-Pres ; dent shall be presided over 
by tho President, in his absence, the members shall choose from amongst themselves 
a person other than a candidate for election to preside over the meeting, 

(4) Every candidate shall be duly proposed and seoondod. 

(5) Tbo President of the mooting shall declare tho candidato securing tho largest 

number oi votes as' duly elected. " ® 
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(0) In the event of two or more candidates securing' an equal number of vote*, 
the President of the mooting sji II decide by drawing lots, the candidates whom 
he shall doelnto ns duly elected 


CHAPTER IV 

Registrar and Other Staff 

24. The tom of office of a Registrar appointed by the Council shall be such 
number of years not exceeding three, as the Government may fix, but a retiring 
incumbent may, with the approval of the Government, bo reappointed tor a further 
term or toms. 

26. The Registrar shall keep his registers in accordance with the provisions of 
the Act and the rules and regulations of the Council. 

20. The Registrar shall be present, at every mooting of the Council and of the 
Executive Committee and shall take down the minutes of the proceedings at such 
meetings. 

27. The Registrar shall conduct and have charge of the correspondence of the 
Council and shall issue all requisite notices in the manner required by these rules, 

28. Tlie Registrar shall fulfil all tho duties that may be required of him by the 
rules and regulations for tho time being of tho Council. 

29. Pullio Holidays oxcepted, the Registrar shall attend at tho office of the 
Council fiem 10 a.M. to 6 r.M. provided however t> at on S iturdays he shall attend 
from 10 a.m. to 2 f.m. The Registrar shall attend also at <4hor times when necessary 
and shall i.ot absent himself ftom his duties i xcept with tho permission of the Pre- 
sident. 

30. The Registrar shall be authorized to obtain whatever temporary additional 
aaBistanoo is required, subject to the sanction of the President. 

31 The Registrar shall have general control over tho management of the office 
and authority over tho clerks and servants, and superintendence of the buildings. 

32. The duties of the clerks shall be such as shall bo assign id to them by the 
Registrar under the direction of tho Executive Committee. 

33. Public holidays excopled, tlie dark shall attend at tho office from 1 1 A.M 
to 6 f.M. provided however that on Saturdays they shall attened only f o:n 10 a.m 
to 2 F.M. They shall attend also at othor times when necessary, and shall no 1 
be absent from their duties oxcept with the permission of the Registrar. The 
Executive Committee shall grant leave to the clerkB according to the Revised 
Leave Rules, 1033. Leave to peons, shall be granted by the Registrar in accordance 
with those rules. 

CHAPTER V 

Registers, accounts and other miscellaneous matters 

34. A bo< k d all be kept, containing the name of each of tho members of the 
Council, tho electorate ho rop'o-'ents, th« d to of notification of his appointment 
or election, the term for w hirh he was appointed aril the date of his death , re agnation 
or ret remcnl or on which daj he otherwise ceased to be a member ; tho book shall 
be regularly maintained so as to show the period at which tho body or authority 
having power to appoint or elect should make a new appointment or elect a new 
membei , 

36. The corporate seal of Urn Cbuei >, shal. be kept in a box having <wo diff- 
erent locks, and the key of one of the locks shall bo in tho custody ot the President 
*nd the key of the other lock in the oustody of the Registrar. 
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36. The seal shall be affixed only by order of the Council or, when the Council 
is not sitting, by order of the Executive Committee ; but its ubo by the Committee 
shall be limited to such acts as may bo necessary to carry into effect the i<owera and 
the duties conferred upon it. 

37. Any order for affixing the seal shall state why it is necessary to affix the 
seal and shall be entered in the minutes of the Council, or of the Executive Commii tee 
as the case may be. 


Inspection of Documents 

• 38. The conditions on which leave shall be granted to members of the Council 
to inspect the documents of the Council, when not required for ubb by its legal advisers, 
shall be those contained in this rule and rules 39, 42 and 43. 

Three dear days notice in writing shall be given to the Registrar, except when 
the Council is in session, when special leave may be granted. 

39. The subject of the documents needed for inspection shall be stated in the 
notice. 

40. The Registrar shall be held responsible for the safe custody of all documents. 

41. The Registrar shall have the documents arranged in oh rono logical order 
or otherwise so as to facilitate their inspection during office hours. 

42. Documents under inspection shall not be removed from the premises of the 
Council. 

43. All suoh documents and the information derived therefrom shall be regarded 
as strictly confidential. 


Accounts 

44. An account shall be opened in the Imperial Bank of India in the name of the 
Counoil and all the moneys of the Counoil Bhall be deposited in the Bank, subject 
to the reservation mentioned in rule 45. 

45. The Registrar shall receive all moneys payable to the Council. He shall 
not retain in his hands any sum exceeding Rs, 100 the balaneo being lodged in the 
Bank to tho credit of the Council. 

46. The Registrar shall in the month of July each year prepare a statement of 
income and expenditure of the preooding financial year and draw the attention of 
the Council to suoh matters as seem deserving of notice. 

47. The annual accounts shall be made up by the Registrar under the direction 
of the Exocutivo Committee. 

48. In the month of September each year, an estimate of the rovenue and of the 
expenditure of the Council for the year commencing on the 1st April next ensuing 
shall be laid before the Council. 

49. Such estimate shall provide for mooting the liabilities of the Council 
and for effectually carrying out its objeots. It shall include on its revenue side, 
besides all revenue ordinarily anticipated, such grant as the Government may be 
pleased to allot and all fees received from registration or other sources. 

60. The Council shall oonsider the estimate submitted to it and shall sanction 
the same either unaltered or subject to such alteration as it shall deem fit. 

51. The Council may, at any time during the year for which any estimate has 
been sanctioned, cause a supplementary estimate to bo prepared and submitted 
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to it. Every such supplementary estimate shall be considered and sanctioned by the 
Council in the same manner as an annual estimato under the rulo 48. No expendi- 
ture shall be incurred by tho Council which is not duly provided for in the estimate 
under rule 48 or in the supplementary estimate contemplated in this rule. 

52. A bill or other voucher presented as a claim for money shall be received 
and 'examined by tho Registrar. If the claim be for a sum not exceeding Rs. 10 
and tho bill or other vouoher is in ordor, he shall pay it. If tho claim be for a sum 
exoeoding Rs, 10 paymont shall not bo made until it has been examined and passed 

by the Executive Committee. 

53. Tho Registrar shall immediately bring into aooount in the general cash- 
book, all moneys rocoived or spent by the Council. 

54. All cheques shall be signed by the Registrar and by one of the members of 
the Executive Committee designated by it in this behalf. 

55. Tho accounts of the Council shall be audited by persons who are qualified 
to be appointed as Auditors of Companies undor seotion 144 of the Indian Companies 
Act, 1913. 


CHAPTER VI 
Registration of dentists 

56. Every person entitled to be registered under seotions 34 and 35 and dosiring 
to have himself so registered shall apply to tho Registrar in Form 0 in Appendix 
II. Every such application shall be accompanied by the foe prescribed in thia 
behalf in rule 07. 

57. Where the application is for registration under seotion 34 (ii), the applicant 
shall stato in the application that he has passed the speoial examination referred to 
in that seotion as one of his qualifications for registration. 

68. (1) Tho registration of a porson under the Aot shall, subject to the provi- 
sions contained in the Aot as to the removal of names from the register, remain entered 
therein and the registration of suoh person shall hold good until the 31st December 
of the yoar following the year in which the name is first registered. 

(2) Any person desiring to continue his registration shall submit to the Regis- 
trar an application before the 1st October of the year till tho end of whioh the current 
registration will hold good inchoating his oorreot address and shall forward with the 
application the foe prescribed in that behalf in rule 07 and the certificate issued to 
him under rule 01. 

69. An application for registration of an additional qualificaiion shall be in 
Form D in Appendix II and shall be accompanied by the fee prescribed in this behalf 
in rule 07. 

00. Every appeal to the Council against a refusal of the Registrar to register, 
in the case of first registration, or to alter any entry in the register shall state the 
grounds on which the registration or alteration is claimed and furnish particulars of 
the qualifications held and the dates on which they were aoquired. On receipt of 
any such appeal the Executive Committee shall oonduot an enquiry and submit 
a report to the Council. 

61. On the registration of every dentist under the Act and on each renewal of 
suoh registration, the Registrar shall grant suoh dentist a certificate in Form B in 
Appendix II. 
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62. Certified copies of entries in the register in the following from may be issued 
'to any person on paymont of the foe presoribed in rule 67.

(2) The feo proscribed by rule 67 shall be levied for registering a ohange of name 
in the register. 

(3) A duplicate certificate issued undor sootion 44 shall bo in Eorm J in 
Appendix II. 

63. Every application by a dentist for the removal of his namo at his own request 
-from the rogistor shall be accompanied by a declaration by the applicant that he is 
not aware of any proceedings or of any reason for tho institution of any proceedings 
which might result in the removal of his namo from the register or for depriving him 
of any qualification or lioenoe entitling him to have his name entered in the register. 
The application shall further bo accompanied by an undertaking by the applicant 
that he will not apply for registration in any other State in India within a period 
of two years from the date of tho removal of his name and also that in case he applies 
for registration after that period, he will submit the testimonials of two dentists 
who know him, to the offect that he has not committed any act during the period 
between tho removal of his namo and his applying for re-registration, which might 
■result in the removal of his name from the rogister or in depriving him of any qualifi- 
cation or licence entitling him to have his name entered in the register. ’ 

Every such application for removal shall fo the first instance, be referred by the 
Registrar to the authorities who granted the applicant his qualification, o* qualifi- 
cations in order to ascertain whethor there is any valid objection to suoh removal. 

Tho Registrar shall bring overy suoh application before the next meeting of the 
Ooimoilor Exocutivo Committee who shall consider the application and any objeotions 
thoreto. 5 

The Registrar shall, upon the removal of the applicant’s namo from the rogister, 
( ,send notice of such removal to the applicant by registered post addressed to both 
iiisfoegi stored residential and professional addresses. 

64. The register shall be maintained as required by sub-section (3) of section. 
31 and in Form A in Appendix II. 

65. Tho names shall be ontored in the register in the alphabetical order and 
•sufficient spaoe shall bo left for future additions or alterations in the qualifications 
,aud address relating to each name. 

66. Each page of the register shall be verified by the Registrar’s signature.

Act, 1899, or any other law for the time being in force relating to. the levy of stamp- 
duty, shall be leviod. 

68. Tho Registrar shall keep an interleaved copy of the printed register wherein 
he shall make during the course of the year any entry, alteration or omission that, 
may be nocessary. 

69. At the end of every year, there shall be entered in the printed register (1)> 
the total number of persons in the published register (2) the number of persons added’ 
to the register by registration during the year (3) the number rostorod to the register* 
during the year (4) the number removed from the register during the year stating 
the particular section under which the nameB have been removed and (5) the number* 
removed by death during the year. 


CHAPTER VII 

Roles of Business of the Council, etc. 

70. Unless, for reasons of public emergency, the President, or if the President 
be unable to aot, the Executive Committee, shall otherwise direct tho Council shall 
meet for ordinary businoss on tho first Monday in the months of February and 
September in each year. A meeting of tho Council shall bo held at any other time, 
only if called by direction of the President, or in his absence, or in the event of a 
vacancy in the office of the Prosidont, by tho Executive Committee, or on a written, 
requisition signed by five members of tho Council and addressed to the President or 
to the Executive Committee, as the case may he. 

71. All meetings of tho Counoil shall he convened by the Registrar by notice 
givon to each member stating the time and place of tho meeting. 

Tho President shall preside over the mooting. In the absence of tho Presidents 
the Vice-President or any other person chosen for tho purpose for the time being by 
■ the mombers pretent shall preside over the meeting. 

72. The notice shall state tho purpose of tho meeting, that is, whether it is for- 
transacting general business or for transacting any specified speoial business. At 
any-meeting whi ch is transacting special business, no other businoss shall be transacted 
except that specified in tiro notice, unless the Council by resolution agrees to consider 
such businoss. 

73. Prior to any meeting of the Council, tho Registrar Bhall in consultation with 
the President, prepare a provisional programme of business and shall furnish a copy 
thereof to every member of tho Council not less than ten days before the day fixed 

cr the metti ng and at the same ti me forward to evory member of tho Counoil, copies 
of the documents and the evidence, in any disciplinary case to be brought before the 
Council during that meeting. 
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74. Any notice of motion in bo inserted in tho programme of business for tho 
meeting shall bo sent to the Registrar at loast 15 dear days before tho boginning of 
the meeting. 

75. When the President has taken the Chair, tho roll shall be called and any 
member not present before the minutes of the previous mooting are confirmed shall be 
doomed to be absent. 

70. Five members of whom the President may be one shall constitute a quorum. 

77. No member shall, after taking his place, leavo the meeting without tho per- 
mission of the Prosidont. 

78. Before the commencement of any mooting of tho Council, the President in 
consultation with tho Registrar shall propavo tho programme of business containing 
the subjects to bo brought forward and sotting out the notices of the motion given 
by the membors and tho programme so prepared shall bo distributed to all the 
members of the Council. 

79. All motions and amendments shall bo in writing, shall be signed by tho mover 
and the seconder and before the membor spoakon thorn shall bo read by the Pros' dent 
or by tho Registrar under the authority of tho President. All formal amendments 
shall he framed so that they may bo road as independent motion. 

80. The movor shall have tho right to speak before any motion or amendment 
is seconded. 

81. Any motion atandmg over from the previous day shall take precedence over 
any now subject unless tho Council othorwise determines. 

82. No motion or amendment shall lie withdrawn after having been road by the 
President or under his authority except with tho permission of tho Counoil. 

83. The seconder of a motion may make his speech at any stage of tho dobtvte, 
but only the proposer shall have tho right of final reply. 

84. If an amendment is proposed, it shall be disposed of boforo any other amond- 
mont is moved, 

85. The amendment shall first bo put to vote ; and if it is lost, a sooond amend- 
ment may be moved and shall bo disposed of in the same manner as tho first amend- 
ment, and so on, until no furter amondmont is proposed. 

86. If all tho amendments are lost, tho original motion shall be regarded as a 
substantive motion to which no further amondmont may bo moved. 

, 87. If any amendment is can iod, the original motion so amondod shall be re- 
garded os a substantive motion to which further amendments may be moved. 

88. In all oasos whoro a division has taken placo, any mombor of tho Counoil 
may requiro that tho names or the number or both tho nami and the number of 
the^majority, of tho minority, or those who decline to voto, and of those who are 
absent, bo entered in tho minutes, 

89. Whon a motron is mider debate, no further prop Hal shall be reocivod exoept 
4»no of the following :■ — 

(i) an amendment, namely, ‘That the motion he amonded as follows : — 

t(ii) tho postponement of the motion, namely, "That tho consideration of the 
motion bo postponod.”; 

fiii) the adjournment of tho debate, namoly, "That tho debato on the motion 
he now adjourned”; 

ij(iv) tho adjou rnm ent of the Council, namoly, “That the Council do now 
adjourn,”; 

(v) the olosure of the debate, namely , “That the Counoil do now proceed to 
vote on the motion”; 
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( vi) the passing on to the next itom in the programme of business, namely, 

“That the Council instead of proceeding to deal with tho motion do pass on to-- 
tho next item, in tho programme of business.” 

(K I 90. "When an amendment is under debate, no further proposal shall be rooeived 
except one of the following :■ — 

(i) the adjournment of the debate on tho amendment, namely, “That the 
debato on the amendment be now adjourned”; 

( ii) the adjournment of tho Counoil, namely, “That the Council do now 
adjourn”; 

(iii) the closure of the debate on the amendment, namely “That tho Council 
do now procood to vote on the amendment”; 

(iv) tho postponing consideration of the amendment namely, “That the 
Council instead of proceeding to deal with the amendment do resume- 
tho date on the motion originally proposed.” 

91. Tho proposal for postponement of the motion may speoify a date for its. 
JFiSfther consideration or iay require its postponement sine die. 

92. If the proposal for the adjournment of the debato on a motion is carried, 
the ,; Counc.il shall pass on to the noxt itom on the programme of businoss and tho de- 
bate shall be resumed at the next ordinary meeting of tho Council. The proposer of 
the adjournment shall, on tho resumption of tho debate bo ontitled to speak first. 

93. If tho proposal for the adjournment of tho Council is carried, the question 
wider debato stall be dropped from tho programme of business. 

94. On the proposal for the adjournment of the Council being made and' 
seconded it shall be competent for tho President, before putting tho question, to 
ascertain the opinion of tho Council as to whether it will before rising proceed to 
itjepr^in the programme of businoss on which no objections or remarks have been 
received or expected. 

j ,05. The proposal for the closure of the debato shall be made and secondod 
•nplh^ut further debate and shall, unloss the President shall rule otherwise, be put 
forthwith. If tho proposul is carried, tho motion or amondment. undor debate 
shall be at once voted on by the Council. 

fl 9&1 The proposal for passing on to the noxt item in the programme of business 
shall be macle and secondod without debate and shall bo put j forthwith. If the 
p^jppQflal is earned, the motion or amendment io whioh it applies shall be dropped 
from the programme of business. 

97. The President may, at his discretion, obtain the votes of members of the 
Council on any particular quostion by circulating tho question and tho papers 
connected therewith, placing beloro them all tho facts and information relating to 
the same and obtaining their views thereon, such question being docided Recording 
to the majority of the votes and a minuto regarding it being added to the minutes 
of tho Council. 

98. The minutes of each meeting shall be read at tho noxt meeting for the approv- 
al of tho membors and confirmed by the President after a resolution to that effect 
is passed. 

99. The proceedings of the meetings of the Council shall be preserved in the 
form of printed minutes after confirmation by the signature of the President. 

100. The minutes of each meeting shall set out tho motions and amondmentB- 
propi sed and adopted or negatived, with the names of the proposor and socond or 
annexed thereto hut without the < onimente or 1 observations of tho membors. 

101. When a now or amendod regulation is adopted by the Council, tho minute s- 
shall contain a formal statement as to the effect of the new or amendod regulation, 
upon tho previous regulations on the same subject. 
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102. After the close of any meeting of the Council, a printed copy of the minutes 
of the meeting as confirmed shall bo sent to each member. 

103. Complete minutes of each meeting of tho Council after confirmation in 
accordance with rule 98 shall, as soon as convenient after the close of tho mooting, 
be made up in sheets inserted ii*the yearly volumo and consecutively pagod. 

Business off 'The Executive Committee 

104. The Exeoutivo Committoa shall consist of tho President and tho Vico- 
Presidont, ex-cjficio, and four members of the Council. 

105. The Executive Committee shall ordinarily meet onoe overy month on suob 
date as may be fixed by the President. 

106. Por a mooting of tho Exeoutivo Committoo four mombors including the 
President shall be tho quorum. 

107. If any elected member of the Executive Committoo is absent from two 
consecutivo meetings of tho Committoo without its leave or if tho period of leave 
excoede three months, he shall cease to be a momber of tho Committoo. 

108. Tho Executive Committee shall keep minutos for its proceedings which 
shall be dealt with in the maimer indicated in rules 98, 100, 101 and 102. 

109. Tho minutes of tho mootings of tho Executive Committee shall he printed 
in tho same manner as those of the Council and copies thereof sent to each membor 
of the Council. 

110. In the case of the doath of the Registrar or of his incapacity from illness 
or of his bce'ng onkaio, vhen the Council is not in session, tho Executive Committee 
shall appoint a porson to perform temporarily the duties of the Registrar. 

111. The Executivo Committee shall superintend the publication of the register 
which shall ho prepared by the Registrar. The Registrar shall cauEo it to bo printed 
aft, or entoring therein a statement of the distribution of the copies of tho register. 
The eopios shall he distributed 1o such of tlio officers of the Government as may bo 
specified by tho Government, to the Dental Council of India under sub-section (2) 
of section 18 and to such others as may bo directed by the Exeoutivo Committee. 

112. Each yoar, the Executivo Committee shall order such number of copies of 
the r istor to bo printod as the Registrar may consider necessary on a revision of 
the annual distribution list. 

113. The printing of the minutes shall be undor the direction of the Exeoutivo 
Committeo. 

114. All petitions addressed to tho Council shall bo referred by it to the Exe- 
cutive Committee to bo examined and reported upon bofore being considered by the 
Council: 

Provided that all petitions addressed to the Council shall be laid upon the table 
of tho Counoil for such action as it dooms fit. 

116. The Executive Committee shall prepare reports on tho subjects indicated 
to it by the Council when tho Council is sitting and at othor times by the President. 
The reports whon finally approved by the Committee shall be printed and circulated 
to the membors of the Council at least ten days bofore tho meeting of tho Council. 

Fees and allowances for attending the meetings of the Council and the Executive 
Committee and other expenses. 

116. No fee shall be paid for attending a meeting of the Council or the Executive 
Committee.

117. For attending the meeting of the Oounoil or Executive Committee, allow- 
ances will be payable to members from the funds of the Oounoil as set forth below I— 

(i) Government servants should draw the travelling allowance to which they 
are entitled under the Supplementary Rules. 

(ii) A member, who is not a Government servant, shall bo allowed one and 
a half first class fare, halting allowance and roadmiloage according to the rules 
applicable to non-official members of Committees appointed by Government. The 
halting allowance shall be admissible for any day on which he is required to halt on 
the business of the Coimoil or the Executive Committee at a place other than 
where his permanent residence is situated. 

Explanation .• — In the event of a member aotually travelling throughout the 
24 hours from one midnight to the next midnight halting allowance would not bo 
admissible. On tho other hand should pe halt even for less than 24 hours for a meet- 
ing he would be ontitled to it. 


CHAPTER VIII 

Prosecutions and removal and restoration of registration 

118. If information is received by the Registrar that an offence under the Aot 
has been committed, he shall, if there is a oomplaint, require tho complainant to 
produoo in the form of an affidavit or otherwise prima facie proof of the matters 
complained. 

119. The Registrar shall thereupon bring the matter before the Executive 
Committeo for a roport undor rule 115. 

120. If the Council decides that a prosecution should be instituted it sha 1 
instruct the Government Prosecutor or the Public Prosecutor, as the case may be 
to take the necossary action. 

121. If information is received by the Government that an offonoo under the 
Aot has been committed, the matter shall be referred to the Executive Committee 
for onquiry and report through the Council. 

122. Tho Registrar shall bring to tho notioe of the President any information 
reaohing tho office of the Council that a dentist has been oouvicted of an offenoe or 
offenoes of the kind mentioned in sub-section (1) of soction 16 o. tho Punjab Muni- 
cipalities Aot, 1911 (III of 1911) and section 14(a) of tho Punjab District Boards 
Act, 1883 (XX of 1883), as oxtended to the State of Dolhi, or has been guilty of 
infamous conduct in any professional rospeot, 

123. The President may call for the explanation of the dentist. The explana- 
tion and the records of the oaso shall then be placed before the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

124. The Executive Committee may require the Registrar to investigate the 
mattor further and oolleot further evidence. 

125. If the Committee resolves that the case is one in which an enquiry ou^ht 
to be held, the President shall direct the Registrar to take steps for the institution 
of an enquiry and for having the oase hoard and determined by the Counoil. 

126. A notioe in Form E in Appendix II shall be sent by the Registrar to the 
dontiBt not less than three weeks before the date fixed for the enquiry. Similar 
notioe in Form F in Appendix II shall be sent to the complainant also. 

127. Either party to an inquiry shall, for the purpose of his defence or reply, 
as the oase may be, and upon request in writing be supplied by the Registrar with 
a copy of any declaration, explanation, answer or other document rooeived by the 
Council for use at the inquiry as ovidenoo and every notice of inquiry shall draw 
the particular attention of the dentist to this rule. 
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128. Any application made by the dentist between the date of the issue of the 
notice and the date of the hearing shall be dealt with by the President in Biioh 
manner as he thinks fit. 

129. All material documents which are to be laid before the Council as evid- 
ence in regard to tho case shall be printed and a copy shall bs furnished to each 
member of the Council not less than ten days before the hearing of the case. 

130. The complainant and the dentist may be represented by legal praoti- 
tionors. 

131. Where the complainant appears, the following prooedure shall be follow- 
ed : — 

(1) The Registrar shall road the charge set out in the notioe of the inquiry 
Addressed to the dentist. 

{2) Tho complainant shall then state bis case and produce the ovidenoe in 
support thereof. 

<3) The dentist shall then state his ease and produce tho evidence in support 
tlioreof. He may address the Council either before or at the conclusion 
of his evidence hut only onoe. 

(4) At the conclusion of the dentist’s case, tho Council shall, if tho dentist 
has producod evidence, hear the complainant in reply on the case 
generally, but will bear no further evidence oxeept in any speoial 
case. If the dentist produces no evidence, tho complainant shall not 
be heard in reply except by special leave of tho Council. 

.(6) A witness shall bo first examined by the party on whoso behalf he is cited 
and then cross-examined by tho other party and finally re-examinod 
by the party on whose behalf he is oited. The Council may decline to 
admit in evideneo tho deposition of any witness who is not present for, 
or declines to submit himself for cross-examination. 

(0) Tho President und the members of the Council through the President, 

may put questions to any witness. 

132. In the absenco of a complainant, tho following prooedure shall be follow- 
ed : — 

(1) The Regitrar shall read the charge sot out in the notioe of inquiry ad- 

dressed to the dentist, state tho facts of the oase and produce the evi- 
dence in its support, 

(2) The dentist shall then state his case and produoe the evidence in support 

thereof. He may address the Council either bofore or at the conclusion 
of his evidenoe hut only once. 

133. (1) Upon the conclusion of the case, the Counoil shall deliberate thereon 
■in private and decide by vote whether the dontist — 

(a) has been convicted of an offence as alleged against him ; 

(b) is guilty of infamous conduot in any professional respect as alleged against 

him. 

(2) If the Council finds that tho dontist has been so convioted or is guilty as 
-aforesaid, it shall direct tho Registrar to remove the name of the dentist from the 
register. 

134. When the Council has reoeived intimation from any authority that any 
■qualification conferred by it on a dentist has been withdrawn by it on any ground 
■otherjth^n that of the adoption of any theory of dontistry, then the Counoil Bhall 
-direct the Registrar to remove such qualification from the register in respect of such 
»dentjst. 
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135. If, as aforesaid, all the qualifications of any dentist have been removed i 
from the register, then the Counoil shall, direot the Registrar to remove the name of 
such dentist from the register. 

130. The Registrar shall, 1 f upon the removal of any name from the register' 
pursuant to the provisions of rule 135 or of section 41, forthwith send notioe of such. . 
removal to the dentist by registered post addressed to the last known address or ' 
to the registered residential and professional addresses of the dentist. The Registrar- 
shall also send, forthwith intimation of any such removal to the Dean or Secretary 
or other proper officer of the authority which conferred the qualification or quali- 
fications on the dentist. 

137. The Registrar shall, within one month after any names have been re- 
moved from the register by order of tho Council under seotion 41, send to the autho- 
rities concerned conferring the qualifications a list of all such names and shall 
call the attention of each authority to the following recommendation of the Council 

» “The Counoil reoommends that no person whose name has been once removed ' 
from and has not been restored to the dentists’ register shall, without previottfn 
reference to the Counoil, be admitted to examination for any now qualification 
whioh is registerablo in the dentists register.” 

138. Applications for restoration of a name removed under seotion 41 to the 
register shall be entertained only at the next or subsequent meeting of the Council. 

139. The Council may, if it thinks fit, on the application of a person whoso name 
has been removed from the register under sub-soctior (2) of seotion 39 diroot^the 
Registrar to enter tho namo in the register. 

140. No application for the re-entry of a name removed from the register under 
sub-section (2) of section 39 shall be entertained, unless it is accompanied by the' fee - 
prescribed in rulo 07 and by a declaration from the applicant setting forth ^the 
facts of tho case and stating that he is the person originally registered and by anyone ■ 
of tho following documents : — 

(a) Applicant’s diploma or University degree. 

(b) A certificate in the form re-produced below from two dentists registered 

under the Act as to his identity. 

(c) If the applicant is not resident in a certificate as to' his 

identity in the form reproduced below from two porsons who shall ^be 
Magistrates or officers holding a Commission in the Defence Forces ■ 
of India or Justioes of Peace or two resident dentist registered under 
the Act. 

The declaration shall be countersigned by the Civil Surgeon of the district 
where the rpplicant has been practising or by a dentist. Such countersignature 
shall be in the form of the certificate referred to in olause (b) above.

AWARD 

By a notification No. LR-2 (338) dated 27th April 1961 the Government of 
Lidia in the Ministry of Labour has referred the disputo between tho Tata Airoraft 
Limited at Tiataghur Air Depot and their workmen to this Tribunal with regard to 
two specific issues namely: — 

“ 1. Whether the employees are ontitlod to a gratuity calculated at the rate 
of one month’s pay por year of sorvioo in addition to the compensation 
bonus already allowod. 

2. Whether tho one months’s notice pay allowod should includo both basic 
and dearness allowance.” 

2. Before dealing with tho issuos it E necossary to give a short history of tho 
dispute. Tho prosent Titaghur Air Dopot which was previously known as the 
Bengal Air Depot was originally controlled by the U.S. Army Air Forces. Thore 
was an agreement between the Government of India and the Tata Airoraft limited 
on 29th March 1948 on the basis of which the Company was appointed from that very 
date as agents of the Government of India for the custody and disposal of stores 
from the American depots at Titaghur and othor places in India. A little lator the 
company was asked to tako ovor some other depots also in India, Tho original 
agreement was for threo years from 29th March 1940 but it was extended from time 
to time until 30th November 1960 when the agreement was terminated as far as 
disposal of stores was concerned. Towards the end of 1950 the company was re- 
quired to transfer tho remaining stores to Government custody. This transfer 
was completed on 20th February 1961. 'The company after this ceasod to carry 
on the work apart from tho work connected with winding up of the show for which a 
skeleton staff had been kept on Government account. Tho Titaghur Depot which 
was known as Bengal Air Dopot was the last ono of tho various stores closed. The 
agreement was between this company and tho Government of India. Extraot 9 
from tho disposals oontract aro to be found in Appendix 1 A’ of the company’s written 
statement. With the decrease of work the staff was retrenched from time to t im 
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American employment was terminated by the Americans from 15th April 1946, 
Tatas employment which was almost on the same terms as that of the Americans 
commenced on 16th April 1046 and ended on 16th June 1046. Then the terms were 
revised. The employees were offered in writing the revised conditions of service 
under the Tata Aircraft Limited and their written acceptance waB also taken if they 
wanted to continue in their service. 

Appendix B (1) and Appendix B (2) are the agreement and the notioe respec- 
tively. 

3. To continue with the history it appears that on or about 1st Octobor 1046- 
the Tata Aircraft Workers’ Union which was not till then recognised by the com- 
pany sent a notioe of a general strike to come off from the 16th October 1946. That 
strike began on 16th October 1946 and continued upto 21st October 1940 and a 

' settlement was arrived at by the intervention of the Labour Conciliation Officer. 
Then from May 1947 the workers went on making representations with regard to 
certain emoluments on various occassions and some of them were allowed and some 
of them were not agreed to, with the results that the present Reference has come up- 
before this Tribunal. 

4. A preliminary point was taken up by Shri Basu appearing for the company 
that this Reference is bad in law because the real parties were not before the Tri- 
bunal. He relies upon Seotion 2 (a) of the Industrial Disputes Act 1947 where 
‘ appropriate Government’ has been defined and Seotion 2 (g) whore employer has 
been defined and he says that these two sections should be read together. This 
work was carried on under the authority of the Central Government and surely the 
appropriate Government in this case is the Central Government, I see nothing 
in the definition of the word ' employer’ which affects tho present reference. On- 
this point alone I am not prepared to hold that the Reference is bad in law. 

6. T will now deal with the issues. 

Issue No, 1 

J. If hether the employees are entitled to a gratuity calculated at the iak of one month's' 

pay per year of service in addition to the compensation bonus already allowed. 

6. bhri P.N. Bhattaoharya emphasised the points made out in the written' 
statement of his Union and in that connection he referred to the profits made by the 
company. TLe statement says that in 1046-47 the company made a profit o i 
Rs. 4, 60, COO and in 1047-48 Rs, 8,60,000 and in 1048-49 Rs. 8,26,000 and in 1049-50 
Rs. 3,26,000. He says that the company had made enormous profits and there- 
fore they should pay more in the shape of gratuity, bonus, notice pay et«. The 
claim in this particular issue is with regard to gratuity at the rate of ono month’s 
pay per year of service in addition to the compensation bonus already allowed. 
In the first place looking at the agreement betweon thfMompany and the Govern- 
ment of India it is doubtful to me whether the income or tho company can he said 
to^be profit beoause they were working as agents of the Government of India 
and whatever they got they got from the time, labour and money they spent on the 
business as agents. Moreover, simply because the profit is great the rate of gratuity, 
bonus, etc. cannot be changed from time to time unless it be by agreement. The 
real thing to see is whether the workman are getting the proper amount of gratuity 
under the circumstances, 

7. Apart from this line of argument he also says that whereas in other companies 
similar to Tatas the emoluments of the workers who get Rs. 100 a month as basic 
pay plus provident fund and dearness allowance for the notioe pay comes up t<r 

Rs. 7,350 in the case of Tatas the amount comes t Rs. 6,420 only. As against this 
tfae company has given me a set of figures from which the company tried to Bhow that. 
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"they were paying something like Its. 8,400. As I said before this is not the criterion 
•on which tno question of gratuity can bo judged. It is important to note that when 
there was another Union known as the Tata Airoraft Workers Union in the year 
1946 and when the workers went on strike that Union agreed to oertain terms and 
the important part of that agreement is to be found in para 6 of that agreement which 
has been quoted in para 14 (V) of the company’s written statement of Iftth July 
’"'ll at page 4. The agreement with rogard to this special bonus runs as follows; — - 

" 6. Iu the easy of those drawing upto and including Rs. 31)0 per month 
a spooial bonus of two days wages for every month of satisfactory 
sorvioo shall be paid to the employees on retrenchment, mbjeot to 
their having completed a minimum of s'* months service, commencing 
from 1st April 1946, Servioe prior to 1-4-1916 will not ho counted 
for this purpose.” 

8. From tho above passage it is clear that tho gratuity comes to 24 days per 
year of service instead of one month’s pay for every year of servioe. This agree- 
ment has been in foroe from that date till the present dispute arose and the demand 
for one month’s wages for every year of servioe has been made b / the present Union 
whioh is a party to this Referonoe. Unless it is shown that there has been some 
apeoial ohange in the oircumstanoes or that tho agreement was arrived at under 
certain misunderstandings by the previous Union, I do not seo any justification in 
interfering with that agreement between the Tata Airoraft Workers Union and the 
company simply because another Union is making a demand on nevtHnes. The 
new Union was registered in January 1949 but I have not seen thn registration 
certificate but Shri Bhattaoharya appearing for the Union gave mo tho registration 
as No. 1260 from his files. 

I would therefore hold that no oase has been made out by the Union for one 
month’s wages por year as gratuity in addition to tho compensation bonus already 

allowed. 


IshUE No. 2 

Whether the one month’s notice pay allowed should include both basic pay and dearness 

allowance ,'j 

9. The Union refers to Ex. 1-2(1) dated 2nd Apul 1949 whioh talks about the 
house rent and compensatory allowance being paid to the workers of tho Titaghur 
Airoraft Company on the same basis as sa ic tinned for the employees of the Ishapur 
Ordnance Factory. Then they refer to a letter dated 7th October 1949 whioh is 
marked Ex. 1-2(2). This letter has been roferrod to by the oompany in para 17(o) 
o" their written statement. The fi-st decision refisrrod to therein is if the govern- 
ment gave notioe they would be bound to pay the full salary including tho allowanoes 
for the period of notioo and the amount to bo paid in lieu of tho notioo should 
therefore be the full salary iuoluding the allowances subjeot to the usual oon litions 
for the drawal of allowanoes being fulfilled. In their roply to the Union’s demand 
tho oompany admitted that it was only in September 1949 that in their office 
memorandum No. 20/49/48, Appbts. dated 12 th September 1949 of the Ministry 
-of Homo Affairs the notioo pay should include doirness allowance". On these ma- 
terials I do not see any reason as to why Dearness Allowanoe should not bo in- 
cluded in the notioe pay. If a man goe3 on oa-nod leave for a month he would be 
entitled to draw this basic pay plus dearness allowanoe on his return from leave. 
I do not understand why this difference is made in this instance. 

I would therefore give my award that no tic 1 pay should include both basio 
Ray and dearness allowanoe. 
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A letter has been roe ived from the company showing oertain variations in the 
dearness allowance but that does not affect the general principle. 

10. Before I close [ must mention that various points were taken up by one 
side or the other but it is not necess try to go into them because the issues are very 
clear and well defined, and I therefore, confine mys If to the issues as they have been 
framed in the notification. / 

I therefore give my award in terms aforesaid, this the 25th day of August 
1951.
